FLAX SEED GERMINATES 
POORLY 
GERMINATION TESTS URGENT 


One of the most disappointing flax 
crops on record was harvested in the 
Prairie Provinces in 1957. No factor 
was more important in reducing 
yields and grades of the 1957 flax 
crop than the virus disease known 
as “Aster Yellows.” Furthermore, 
this disease has seriously impaired - 
or lowered the vitality of the seed. 
In plain words, much of the flax 
seed produced in the Prairie Prov- 
inces in 1957 is germinating very 
poorly 

Germination Results. So far this 
season our own seed testing lab- 
oratory has completed germination 
tests on 864 farmers’ seed samples of 
flax from the crop of 1957. Here 
are the results. No less than 82% 
of these samples failed to give a 
germination percentage of more than 
81%. Furthermore, 40% of the sam- 
ples germinated less than 61%; and 
what is more important, 15% of all 
samples tested has given a germina- 
tion percentage of less than 50%. 
In no season has the germination 
situation in flax been more serious 
than it is in this year 

A Warning. The results of these 
germination tests on flax seed from 
the 1957 crop emphasize the follow- 
ing points: (1) Be sure and have 
all your flax seed stocks tested for 
germination this year. (2) Exercise 
special care in cleaning flax seed. 
Get rid of all those small, light, 
weak seeds. They won’t germinate 
—so why keep them for seed. (3) 
This is one year when seed treat- 
ment of flax will pay high dividends. 
Don’t fail to treat all your flax seed 
with one of the recommended or- - 
ganic mercury chemicals.
